Of the tens 
of thousands of depositors in this 
bank, it was said only one had made 
verbal protest against the bank's par- 
ticipation. 

On the other hand, two other big 
New York banks, whose officers are 
prominently identified with the af- 
fairs of the New York clearinghouse, 
said that they had received many pro- 
tests. In fact, protests from German 
sympathizers seemed to be the order 
of the day, extending even to mem- 
bers of the commission, who had re- 
ceived, it developed today, a number 
of letters, some insulting, some threat- 
ening. but none considered. alarming. 
Members of the commission spent 
much ef the day in Wall street. They 
visited a number of bankers and re- 
ceived a great many more. Among 
those whose views were sought was 
Festus J. Wade of St. Louis. 

The commission felt today, accord- 
ing to Mr. Blackett's statement, that 
there was no occasion for surprise, in 
fact, that there had been no surprise 
at the report that there would be nd 
collateral offered for the big loan. 
Mr. Blackett would give no intimation 
as to the progress made today, other 
than to say that there was not yet a 
definite, set programme and that 
many suggestions were to be consid- 
ered.

STAND OF UNITED 
{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) | 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—From 
high official quarters it was learned 
today that the United States govern- 
ment neither would approve nor dis- 
approve the loan which is being nego- 
tiated by representatives of the Euro- 
pean allies in this country. 

The projected loan is regarded by 
high officials purely as a commercial 
credit not differing from other com- 
mércial transactions in war supplies 
which are permitted under domestic 
and international law.

Officials in touch with the German 
financial interests in this country do 
not look for any protest from the Ger- 
man government in case the Anglo- 
French loan ts floated.

DOUBT SUCCESS 
OF WAR LOAN.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE

000.000 to Great Britain and its allies 
on the plain “promise to pay” of those 
governments.

Bankers who expressed opinions on

According to bankers in Chicago, if 
the banking institutions of this coun- 
try loaned this huge sum in cash to 
‘the allies every cent could be used in 
this country to purchase foodstuffs 
and supplies other than munitions of 
war.

will not begin proceedings against 
any agents of belligerent govern- 
ments alleged to have been involved 
in strike plans and other objectionable 
activities until the State Department 
has determined what shall be the at- 


titude of the government toward such 
acts apparently in violation of neutral- 


Both the bureau of investigation of 
the Department of Justice and the se- 
cret service, acting directly for the 
State Department in such matters, 
have been investigating scores of re- 
ports of alleged unneutral acts by for- 
eign agents and officers ever since the 
European war began. The files are 
filled with reports of the results of 
this work, but with the exception of 
prosecutions for passport frauds and 
in connection with enlistments for the 
armies of belligerents no action has 
been taken upon them. The adminis- 
tration has been Inclined to look with 
disfavor on the publication of infor- 
mation on the subject.

ANGEROUS FOR 
RULE BY MASSES. 


CONDEMNATION ' OF PLAN FOR 
NONPARTISANSHIP. 


That was timely action taken by the 
East Jefferson Improvement Associa- 
tion at a recent meeting, when it en- 
thusiastically adopted a resolution 
condemning the proposed nonpartisan 
law for California: — | 

The resolution does not content - 
self with simply voicing the objections 
of the association to the pet scheme 
of California's Governor, but it gives 


reasons for the stand taken, and de- 
clares that if the facts were properly 
comprehended at least three-fourths 
of the voters would take a view similar 
to that expressed by this organization. 
The resolution says: | 
Whereas, a matter of great impor- 
tance is to be presented as a refer- 
endum, subject to the people's bal- 
lot at the coming State election. Octo- 
ber 26. 1915. namely, the nonpartisan 
law, passed by the present State Legis- 
lature. The question being “Shall Cal- 
ifornia adhere to party lines or law 
them out of existence?” 

Therefore, be it resolved that our 
association go on record as opposed 
to obliteration of party lines for the 
following reasons: 
Firat Tou cannot 
nonpartisan by 


make a citizen 
legislation, because 


them declare themselves nonpartisan 
by legal statute would simply make 
them lie legally, as everybody who has 
a mind to think is partisan, and non- 
partisan only upon occasions. We all 
have our beliefs and disbeliefs and that 
is why we are partisan. 
Second: All of us who are at all 
progressive and liberal, are at times, 
and to any required extent nonpartisan 
and under our present system are free 
to cast our ballot for the man, regard- 
less of party, yet, do not propose to be 
legally restrained and forbidden to ex- 
press at the polls principles as ex- 
pressed bv, party demoristrations; we 
consider this as subversive of the tra- 
— 


they will still be partisan, and to make 


[ditions of American politics and per- 
sonal liberty, as unnecessary legislation 
presenting no adequate arguments or 
reason for existence, in fact, we be- 
lieve that if a truly nonpartisan voter 
exists, that the present conditions give 
him full liberty to exercise his con- 
victions. 


Third: Party presentment of polit- 
ical problems, opinions and affiliations, 
have been from the inception of our 
popular form of government by the 
people, for the people, an esential part 
of the people's mode of handling our 
politics, and not to be lightly thrown 

aside. Not that we should never pro- 
gress, for the wise man changes his 
mind, the fool never, but look before 
we leap, and well proven methods 
should be cast aside only for well 
proven and actually needed reasons.
